Forexampie.-.In the city the 
disease its greatest comparative ravages 1D nar- 
row streets and other confined situations, while in the 
country the disincts most exposed to the winds were 
those which suffered moet. A vast increase of cases 
took place on the Mondays, in consequence of the in- 
temperance indulged in may Sundays. The general 
population vf Paris lost 23 out of every 1000 peseane, 
while the troops in ite garmson, men in the prume 
lite, lows Sen per 1000. "The prisoners confined in the 
various gavls suffered less than the inhabitants living 
at their own houses. More wotnen died than men. la 
places subject to noisome effluvia and putrid exhale- 
tions the immortality was not greater than in the most 
airy and healthful situations. In fine, the ht 
hotels, those of the first class only excepted, were vies 
ted by the scourge with much more severity than the 
other species of habitations.
